Bautmore, Md., March 2.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons preached at the high mass today the 
second of his series of Lenten sermons.

She alone, it is ciaimed, 
rful rulers whose aid was

of America’s fourth centennial would have 


been indefinitely delayed. In view of this 
the American women insist on Queen Isabel- 
la's ficht to be regarded as codiscoverer of 
America. . 

The credit for this proposition, however, 
these women accord to whe other sex. As 
early as 1885 Judge W. F. Brannon of Daven- 
port, Ia.,ina Fourth of July oration on “A 
Queen's Memory” paid the following tribute 
to Isabella: 

COLUMBUS’ PATEON. 

What cold, culculating, suspicious men dad 
been unable to see was cieur to the quick and in- 
tuitive perception ot a womas. The name of 
Isabella is inseparably associated with that of 
Columbus in the discovery of the New Worid. 
yet in that New World, which owes ite discovery 
to the munificent sacrifices and self-denial of 
Isabella, there is hardly a town or village on the 
continent to commemorate ber name. Statues, 
monuments, and other enduring Memorials have 
been erected by human gratitude to perpetuate 
the came and the deeds of heroes, of statesmea. 
and of all the benefactors of men. 

To this woman, whom all contemporary writers 
agree in pronouncing one of the loveliest of her 
sex, a Woman whose character was aderned with 
the loftiest and most attractive of female virtues 
and graces, and the gentieness of whose nature 
was such that the hambiest of ber subjects 
could approach her without fear and speak to her 
without restraint—this woman to whom the peo- 
ple of America are so deeply indebted has not 4 
stone ora carving in any part of the broad conti- 
nent to her memory. 

The fourth centennial of the discovery of Amer- 
ica will be reached in a few years, Steps have 
already been institused for ite observance. In 
its ceremonies the name of Isabella will be men- 
tioned only incidentally and probably just trib- 
utes be paid to her virtues. But it is suggested 
that something more be done. 

Let the women of America take the matter in 
hand and see that @ proper and enduring moau- 
ment be erected to the memory of Isabella. 

ASSOCIATIONS FORMED. 

Aud the women did take the matter in 
hand. Societies to carry out this purpose 
were formed almost simultaneously in New 
York, Washington, St. Louis, and Chicago. 
The Queen Isabella Association of this city 
was incorporated Aug. 17, 1889, with Dr. Julia 
Holmes Smith, Biuza Allen Starr, Catharine 
V. Waite, Corinne 8. Brown, and Dr. Frances 
Dickinson as directors. 

These women propose that their first move- 
ment shall be the erection of a statue of Isa- 
bella to be unveiled at the Fair. Harriet 
Hosmer has been engaged to execute this 
work, which will be begun as soon as Miss 
Hosmer returns to Rome. 

The associauon has established a Queen 
Isabella statue fund of $25,000, in shares of 
$5 each. The owners of these snares will, at 
ibe close of the Fair, dispose of the statue as 
they wish, but the association reser ves the 
right to control and exhibit it during the Ex- 
position. 

A second object of the association is to 
erect q; pavilion for the use of women during 
the Fair. It will contain a department for 
tne display of articles comimemurative of 
Isabella and the discovery of America; a 
representation of the Spanish court in the 
time of Ferdinand and Isabella; besides 
social and business headquarters for the 
members of the association. The pavilion 
will also contain a congress-hall in which 
any desired “onference of women may be 


held. 555 5 : 
MAKHG' GdoD PROGRESS. 

Dr. Frances ‘Dickinson, Secretary of the 
association, who has just retursed from 
Washington, said yesterday ip answer to an 
inquiry: 

“We are getting along as well as could be 
hoped from the amount of work done, Our 
efforts thus far have been confined to letter 
writing, yet our returns are considerable. 
Letters come from New York as weil as 
nearer points inclosing monéy for stock or 
membership fees, Cordial offers of support 
come, too, in other ways. W. Purcell, editor 
of the Rochester (N. X.) Union and Advertiser, 


writes: 

„„am in sympathy with you in this mat- 
ter and will give you, your association, or 
Miss Anthony reasons ble space to advocate 
your cause and put down Tucker and all 
other comers.’ Isn't that pretty good! The 
editor of the Burlington Hawkeye also wrote 
kindly to us, offering the service of his paper 
for the help of our enterprise.« 

“ My visit to Washington confirmed my 
belief that the great majority of women are 
o poosed to a separate exhibit. They are i- 
terested in our project, which is naturally a 
woman’s work, but they object to a division 
of industrial displays. en and women 
work together in many paths that cannot 
fairty be claimed by either sex. Think of 
the women in manufacturing pursuits! Only 
together can men and women show tbe re- 
suits of this work. A woman’s exhibit 
would mee" a show of only those products 
in wh men had no share and would 
fail to do justice to ouf sex. I did not meet 
one woman at the suffrage convention in 
Washington—and nearly every State in the 
Union was represented—who was ia favor of 
a separate exoibit. 1 taiked with Isabella 
Beeeher Hooker, Susan B. Anthony, the Rev. 
Olympia Brown, Mrs. Jane Spofford, 
Mrs. Burrows, Mrs. Blount, and others. All 
agreed that they would work with men for 
tne general interests of the Fair if suitable 
women were placed on the executive board, 
but not otherwise. 

WANT A REPRESENTATION. 

“They will not repeat the experiments 
made at Philadelphia and New Orleans. If

„Mrs. Rebecca N. Hazard, leader of the 
Isabella movement in St. Louis, recently 
wrote: ‘Cnicago is my second choice for the 
World’s Pair, and if you should getit ana 
we do aot, I will do what I cao to help your 
association.’ Mrs. Line Devereaux Blake 
of New York said to me: ‘If Chicago gets 
the Fair we (New York women) will work 
with your associa ton.“ 

In conciusion Dr. Dickinson said: “We 
are now ready for an active campaign. 
Lecturers are ready to go out in our interests 
to all parts of the country. April 22 we will 
publicly celebrate the birthday of Isabeila 
here in Chicago, and our President, Dr. Julia 
Holmes Smith, is soon to read a paper in our 
interests before a select audience of women.

A SHDETAGE OF MORE THAN A MILLION. 


That Is the Situation of Brown, Steese & 
Co. „ Affairs. 

Boston, Mass., March 2.— Special. Hen - 
ry Piper, the expert accountaat who has 
been employed on the books of Brown, Steese 
& Clarke, the insolvent wool brokers, has 
completed his work. The accounts were in 
a badly tangied condition, and an apparent 
shortage of more than a million dol- 
lars exists. Taking the books of the firm 
at full valve, and making necessary correc- 
tions, a statement of their condiuon would 
show assets of $1,545,345; liabilities, $1,411,- 
318, The accounts receivabie, - $565,177, are 
of some what doubtful value. The other assets 
might under prosperous circumstances have 
proved good for nearly their face value, but in 
iusoſvency there would be a large shrinkage. 
It was found that indebtedness to the amount 
of $1,700,840 existed Aug. 9, 1889, that had no 
record on the firm’s books, thus swelling the 
direct debts to $3,112,158 No detailed record 
of this additional, indebtedness was 
in existence, except such as. could 
he f@und on memoranda on slips of paper. 
The manner of nog * business was so loose 
that the accountant thinks six months solid 
work would scarcely be sufficient to work 


out the mysteries of the situation. The con- 


dition of the firm, he believes, as near 
as can de given is as  follows:, 
Assets, $1,545,375; liabilities, 3,112,159; con- 
tingent labiiities, $227,969; indorsement on 
Riverside and Uswego Mills notes outstand- 
ing, $822,567. Mr. Piper says there 1s no doubt 
that the interest item alone will acvount for 
$500,000 ot the deficiency, and probably Mr. 
Brown’s personal account, not charged on the 
firm's books would account for much more. 
W bere the rest is gone he says it would be 
idle to 8 upon without more definite 
data. r. Gideon P. Brown, wusse mysteri- 
ous disappearance caused the crash of tne 
firm, is here now, and will probably assist as 
far as he is able in explaining this shortage.

Work on the Sparrow's Point Shipyard 
Will toon Begin. 

BALTI non, Md., March 2,—[Special.]—The 
plans for the Sparrow's Point Shipowlding 
Works at New Steelton, near this city, have 
been &cceptead by the Pennsylvania Steel 
company, and the work will soon be begua. 
L. H. McMurtrie, iate Superintendent of the 
Columbia Iron Works, who will bave charge 
of tne practical department of the new 
works, has gone to Ergiand and Scotland to 
inspect the work on the Clyde and gain new 
ideas in shipbuilding.

TOLERATION IN BELIGION. 


The Rev. Mr. Barrows Says All Good Is 
Not to Be Found in One Sect. 

The Rev. H. H. Barbour at the Belden 
Avenue Baptist Church last evening preached 
on “ Quinine and Catholicism.’ He referred 
to the prominent preacher and well-known 
Baptist doctor of divinity ' who at a lecture 
at Holyoke, Mass., made a severe attack on 
the Roman Catholic Church, and created 
great offense; but atterwards denied all 
knowledge of the lecture, saying he was in- 
disposed and had taken an overdose of qui- 
nine so that he was not himself. Mr. Bar- 
bour accepted this explanation, complaining 
of the tendeacy to slander, which had 
charged other causes for the “eminent di- 
vine’s”” conduct. 

“ The truth is,“ said Mr. Barbour, that a 
large number of people, respectable and well- 
meaning, seem to be completely under the in- 
fluence of some narcotic, or sort of mental 
quinine, that ruins their dispositions, ruffles 
their good nature; and prevents the exercise 
of any.charity wuen they are thinking or 
speaking of those who do not see eye to eye 
with them upon disputed questionsof faith 
and creed.”’ 

Mr. Barbour believed that Protestant min- 
isters could nud something better to do than 
to be continually assailing the Catholic 
church. He that is not acainst us is for 
us, the preacher said, quoting from the 
Scriptures. “As citizens we should protest 
against any interference with American af- 
fairs by the Pope or any other foreign ruler. 
We should defend our public school 
system and oppose the diversion of any 
public funds for we Catholic or any other 
church, but itis wrong to believe there is 
nothing good outside of our particular denom- 
ination. There are as saintly men and good 
women in the Catholic church as in any oth- 
er. To be sure, the papacy would be glad to 
have the public Treasury contribute to its 
support, but perhaps some other churches 
woula aiso. For instance, our Presbyterian 
friends have no compunction against refrain- 
ing from paying taxes upon the valuable 
acres, costly buildings, and scores of rented 
residences composing the seminary property 
just opposite this church, and it ptists 
owned it they. would not, either. And yet 
what is this due a virtual gift from 
tne »§ public? No; not a gift, but 
acompuisory payment by poor men and 
others of taxes increased for the benefit of 
a rich sectarian theological iostituuon.“ 

Mr. Barbour counseled charity towards 
those holding different beliefs, referring to 
his text: “Though [ have all faith, so that 
I could remove mountains, and have not 
charity, lam nothing.“ But for the priest 
in Albany, N. V., who would not allow a flag 
to be placed on bis school after it had been 
pee by Grand Army veterans Mr. 

arbour advised a dose of tar and feathers. 

It was small wonder that St. Jarlath’s 
church was crowded last evening from altar 
rail to porch, for a rare sight was to be seen 
there, a colored manin the cassock, sur- 
plice, stole, and beretta of a priest in the 
puipit preaching.

New Tonk. March 2.—[Special.]—New 
York was visited by@ genuine blizzard to- 
day, ard the snow, combined with high 
winds, made things extremely — 1 
and dangerous for pedestrians, 
car service on nearly every line in the city 
was either extremely slow or suspended. 
Soon after 10 o’clock teams of four horses 
were used on the Broadway, Eighth avenue, 
and other lines. The elevated roads were 
but little affected by the storm, but the 
trains were run at a somewhat reduced rate 
cf speed. By 9 o clock several inches of 
snow had fallen and had been blown into 
drifts. ; fae 

Tne storm area extended south from New 
Brunswick to New York, and from here 
west to Erie, Pa. It snowed heavily through- 
out New England and Pennsylvania north of 
Philadelphia. There Was a strong gale 
blowing out to seas at sunset, and 
from Sandy Hook nothing could be seen, 
as the snow was coming down in biinding 
swirls. On the rivers and bay it was so 
dense that the Liberty torch was invisibie 
from the Battery and Governor’s Island was 
securely hidden. The ferryboats continued 
to run on schedule time up to midnight, but 
the pilots for the most part tad to 
steer by the compass. It was impossible to 
see the red lights at the ends of the silip- 
racks from the pilot-houses of the boat, 
even when they were only a dozen vards 
away. Lookouts were stationed on ail tne 
boats. The snow was almost as bad as 
a fog. The South Brooklyn lerryboats ceased 
running one hour before the usual closing 
time, and the last boat laid up at New York. 
Most of the people bound for Staten Island 
took the early boats, Which were greatly 
crowded. 

From half-past 3 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when the steamer Aurania left quarantine, 
not a vessel of any description up to mid- 
night was reported by way of Sandy Hook. 
Quite a number of steamers, some of them 
one day overdue, were expected, but did 
not putin an appearance. They include the 
Holbein, from Rio Janeiro; Marsala. Ham- 
burg; Vorwarts, London; Wingate, Gibral- 
tar; California, Gibraltar; City of San 
Antonio, Hamburg; Caland, 
Rotterdam; Cuban, Port au Spain; 
Energie, Bremen; Trinidad, Bermuda. Those 
due here today are La Normandie, from 
Havre; Fulda, from Bremen; City of Wash- 
ington, from Havana. 

Numerous accidents have been reported in 
which people slipped. and fell on the city 
pavements with broken bones as the result. 

Boston, Mass., March 2.—{Special. |—The 
old-fashioned snowstorm that Bostonians 
have been inquiring about struck the city to- 
day. The snow began falling about 8 o’clock 
in the afternoon, the the storm has steadily 
increased in severity. More than six inches 
had fallen at 10:30 this evening. A strong 
north wind accompanied the storm, and us a 
result the snow hasdrifted badly.

They ate so unsuspicious 
and so generous with what they sess that 
no one who had not seen it would believe it, 
never refusing anything that is asked for, 
and they also offer themselves, and show 
so much love that they would give their 
very hearts. all believe the

If history furnishes any parallel to the 
cold-blooded meanness of this proceeding, I 
do not know where itis. Later on he wrote 
to an agent in Spain: Tou can tell their 
Highnesses that ine welfare of the souls of 
the inhabitants has s the theught 
that the greater the number thas are sent to 
Spain the better, and thus good service may 
result to their Highnesses in the following 
manner: Considering what great need we 
have of cattle and of beasts of burden, their 
Highnesses might authorize- a suitable 
number of caravels to come here every 
year to bring over the said cattle end 
provisions and other articles; these cattie, 
etc., might be sold at moderate prices for ac- 
couut of bearers, and we latter might be paid 
with shares taken from among the Caribbees, 
who are a mild people, fit for any work, weil 
proportioned, and intelligent . and 
will be better than any other kind of slaves.“ 
He gives some furiner directions for the 
vessels that shall come over licensed for the 
traffic of slaves, and “their Highnesses” 
respond  ofiicially, Their ighnesses 
have given directions to Don Juan de 
Fonseca to have the caravels freighted 
in the manner described if it can be 
done,“ and send word “It is the most 
necessary thing possibie that he [Columbus 
should strive to find the way to this gold. 
Is it any. wonder that some years later an 
aged Indian, when asked about the Catholics’ 
faith, replied, as he heid up a piece of gold: 
„Lo Fnere is the Christian’s God; for this 
they kill us and one another; for this they 
play, blaspheme, curse, steal, and do all man- 
ner of of villainies.”’ 

All of the letters of Columbus and his men 
are interwoven witb relations of how they first 
won the 1 confidence, then took pos- 
session of all the ir belongings and sold them 
into slavery to work im tne mines, yet Co- 


lumbus says in every nation he discovered he 


never failed to “speak to them also of the 
courtesy and nobieness of ali Christians.“ 

Las Casas’ account is one long chapter of 
horrors, too dreadful to repeat. e says he 
himself saw. Indian noblemen burned alive 
on gridirons, babes suatched trom their 
mowers arms from sheer wantonness, and 
either dashed upon stones or thrown into 
the river. Hesays: “It seems as if God 
had inspired these people with the gentleness 
of lambs, and that the Spaniards. who came 
to trouble their repose resembled fierce tigers, 
wolves, or lions. Durme forty years they 
were bent on nothing eise but a massacre of 
the poor islanders. A cacique, who was tied 
toa tree and burned alive, asked the friar 
who was preaching to him of heaven and the 
terrors of hell if the Span s went to 
heaven, and being told that good ones 
did, answered that he would rater go to heil 
than run the risk of meeting any more of 
that cruel nation. 

Within twelve years one of the islands dis- 
covered by Columbus (be did not discover 
tne tinent) was entirely depopulated and 
abandoned, 40,000 men, women, and chil- 
dren having been carried off to die ina 
strange land under the lash of the slave 
driver.“ a 

It is easy to believe Ferdinand Columbus, 
Christopber’s son, when writing the life of 
his father, claims that he was descended 
from a notorious pirate, whose deeds were 
widely known, though some writers think 
his son must be mistaken in claiming such 
an ancestry for“ the-noble Admiral.” 

Columbus had pienty of opportunity to 
know of the 2 discovery of America 
dy Eric the , having visited Iceland in 
1477, not more than 150 years after the last 
Norsemen left America, during which visit 
it is unlikely that one whose whole life was 
spent in traveling could have escaped the in- 
formation of those famous voyages which 
were made throughout 300 years. 

Aside from his pious ejaculations it 16 puz- 
zling to know what title to honor Columbus 
cap claim from Americans, as he only discov- 
ered what was aiready known, and spread 
ruin and misery wherever his steps were 
bent. Isabella, after that first help was 
wrung from her by the persistence and ex- 
ample of her chancelior, treated him with 
the utmost indifference and injustice, allow- 
ing him to die in deepest poverty, wringing 
from him the complaint that twenty years 
service has “ profited me nothing.” Is there 
not about the whole affair a little too much 
of the Inquisition and the siayé-market for 
the taste of the nineteenth century! 


Browning Was Not # Jew. 

The controversy which has excited so much 
interest since the death of Robert Brown- 
ing—viz.: whether or not he was descended 
from Jewish ancestors—has been settled in 
the negative. Dr. Frederick J. F. Feurni- 
vall, the President of the new Shakspeare 
Society and founder of the Browning and 
Shelley Societies, been making re- 
searches into the poet’s ancestry, and says 
that he is directly descended from an Anglo- 
Saxon chieftain named Brun. The family 
for centuries consisted of yeomen, and Rob-

Aithough the present difficulties may be ar 
ranged the result will be only a truce, not a 
settlement. Associations of gentlemen have 
been found equal to securing nothing 
more than an armistice, during which 
every gun is left loaded and primed.

There is little fault to find wit the gen- 
eral business situation. It is true that the 
unusual weather has largely changed usual 
tendencies, ‘Calculations on trade move- 
ments cannot now be safely based on prece- 
dent. But a winter which has relieved trans- 
portation companies almost wholly of a class 
of expenses which are frequently ruinous, a 
winter which has saved to people many 


millions of dollars in expenses for fuel and 


clothing, which has scarcely interrupted out- 
door construction, and has given to the work- 
mgman constant opportunity to labor, can 
hardly have left the country poorer. 

The developments of the week in general 
trade have not been entirely satisfactory. 
The steady hardening of the money market, 
the constant disappearance of funds into 
the vaults of the Treasury Department, the 
narrow margin of reserve of the New York 
banks, have each had a discouraging in flu- 
ence. On the other hand, the extraordinary 
low rates for this season of the year of ster- 
ling exchange is a cheering condition. The 
dissatisfacuon is based more on theory than 
on any existing conditions. The iron busi- 
ness, one of the best barometers of trade, 
shows few furmer @favorable tendencies. 
Prices in the East are not quite sofirm under 
the influence of stronger foreign competition. 
The foreign competition has sharpened be- 
cause of the failing off of the demand 
m the Argentine Republic. Here there 
is yet no accumulation of the pro- 
ductions of mills or furnaces. There 
is, however, an absence of vigor in the cur- 
rent demand. Railroad earnings continue 
remarkably good. Harnings that are now 
being reported, however, reflect the condi- 
tions in January and the early part of Febru- 


ary, and it wil) not be surprising if the roads | 


do not continae making such heavy gains.

The currentof money is toward the coun- 
try. This movement, which was going on 
through the greater part of February, was 
pronounced last week. The excess over the 
legal reserve held by the New York banks 
decreased during the month from $14,418,000 
to $2,514,000. Call money in New York was 
4 per cent when the reserve was at the high- 
est figure, and it is still 4 per cent. The finan- 
cial engine there seems to have no gov- 
ernor on it. They go bowling along without 
change of rate while the surplus is being re- 


‘duced by millions a week. Some day it is 


found that the surplus is down to the limit of 
the legal requirement, and rates suddenly 
jump from 4 per cent to 40. New York has 
been known to run steadily on with a 2 per 
cent money market till it came to the edge of 
a panic. In England they have a 
way of putting sand on the track. 
All the banks borrow from the Bank 
of Engiand. That institution always freely 
lends on proper security, but it lends at a 
fluctuating rate which acts like the governor 
ofa steam engine. In New York they seem 
to find no such way of gradually putting on 
friction, but must run squarely against a solid 
wall before a movement in the wrong direc 
tion can be checked. Chicago banks are not 
run so near the danger line in order that every 
possible jot of profit may be made. A single 
bank in Chicago carries a considerably 
greater excess over the legal requirement 
than have all the clearing-house banks of New 
York combined. The New York banks have 
been forced by the competition of the trust 
companies to run so closely. The trust com- 
panies have this power because they are un- 
der no obligations to keep any legal reserve. 
This competition has proved an embarrass- 
ing factor ta the New York banks. The 
same conditions will soon be in force here. 


INTEREST ON MUNICIPAL BONDS. 

The proposal to refund a portion of the 
city’s bonded indebtedness soon maturing 
and the prospect of a large issue of bonas for 
our new municipality—the sanitary district 
of Chicago—within a few months have di- 
rected the wubiic attention to the question 
of interest on such new bonds. Those matur- 
ing bear interest at the rate of 7 per cent, 
They were issued at a time when money was 
scarce and when the borrowimg powers of 
the municipality were practically un- 
limited. The rapid increase of surpius 
capital for investment during the 
last few years and the admirable 
constitutional provision limiting the borrow- 
ing powers of our Common Councils and 
County Boards have had the effect of reduc 
ing the rate at which the bonds can now be 
floated more than one-half. Five years ago 
we thought 4 per cent a low rate. Now we 
regard Wie per cent as too high. And the 
proposition w made to refund the maturing 
$934,000 of bonds in 8 per cents. The proposal 
of the Drainage Trustees to issue a million 
dollars of twenty-year bonds at 3}¢ per cent 
has been so severely criticised that the ac- 
tion may be reconsidered or only a portion 
of the amount issued. 

It is believed that a3.per cent sanitary dis- 
trict bond running twenty years will sell at 
par, once the validity of the Drainage law is 
“passed upon by the Supreme Court. The 
district on whose security the pond is issued 
is a municipality. ‘The trustees have power 
for the purposes of the corporation to bor- 
row nog to exceed 5 per cent of the equalized 
valuation of the district, and Rot to exceed 


_ | 615,000,000 in any case. The district 
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embraced within the district are $13,600,000 
of city bonds, $4,800,000 of county bonds, and 
about $3,000,000 of school and park bonds. 
But the parks and schools have property of 
their own ten times ‘the amount of 
their moderate debts. Kren with tne addi- 
tion of $15,000,000 of drainage bonded indebt- 
edness, which is not likely to be reached in 
this generation, Chicago owes less in propor- 
tion to its means than any of the large Amer- 
ican cities. 

The municipal sanitary district will there- 
tore enter the market for ite ioansin first- 
class condition, and any proposition to pay 
more than 8 per cent interest on its obliga- 
tions should meet public objection. Munici- 
palities in Eastern States have placed their 
loans at 2 per cent and have obtained a pre- 
mium for weir bonds. 

The absolute security of the sanitary dis- 
trict bonds renders them the proper kind of 
investment for those who have small hoard- 
ings. For tradesmen add masufacturers 
whose bank balances are large and dear no 
interest they will be just the security 
wanted for temporary investment, as they 
can always be realised upon in an hour. 

It would subject the trustees to deserved 
criticism especially to issveany large amount 
of long time—20-year—bonds at a higher rate 
than 8 per cent. The Ci Council should at 
once take action to prevent the refunding of 
the $934,000 at a higher rate. 


THE ABUSES OF PHOTOGRAPHY. 

A correspondent of the New York Nation 
makes the serious charge against photog- 
raphers that not content with the money 
they receive in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness they are in the habit of selling photo- 
graphs and negatives for advertising pur- 
poses to outsiders. In supportof his charge 
he mentions two cases which have come 
within his personal knowledge: 


Both are instances of young, lovely, modest, 
and unmarried women, @—pardon the hrase 
—movesin the best society of New York; the 
otner in that of Boston. The former may toda 
find her pho area? and a description of herself 
—the attraction largé advertising placard— 
hung certainly in one and probably in many of 
the most glaringly conspicuous places in New 
York. The other has fortunately never known 
that her photograph was accidentally found 
adorning the rooms of a men recently arrested 
in eee on a criminal charge, nor that her pho- 

. Was spoken of by him ia such terms as 
would make the blood of ony one having a spark 
of chivalry boil within hi 


Undoubtedly there are some grounds for 
the complaint mede by this correspondent. 
The rage for advertising with photographic 
iliustrations has reached such a pitch that 
many cheap and unscrupulous photographers 
do not hesitate to sell pictures of their sitters, 
especially if they happen to be young and at- 
tractive. The mistake the correspondent 
makes is in charging this practice to all pho- 
tographers. He is too sweeping in his asser 
tions. There are unscrupulous men in every 
profession, but profession al photographers of 
established business and reputation would 
not descend to this dishonorable practice. 
The science and practical use of photography 
have become so general and well understood 
that thousands of persons are taking pho- 
tographs who are not eagaged in the busi- 
ness. Detective cameras, kodaks, and ama- 
teur lenses are everywhere at work, and it 
would be a difficult matter to regulate them 
or stop them from taking portraits. The 
cheap, disreputable photographers could be 
more easily reached providing there is any 
remedy under the commoa law. 

Within certain bounds photographing isa 
harmless and delightful form of scientific 
amusement, but it is apparent enougu that it 
is transgressing these bounds all over the 
country.‘ The experiences of Private Secre- 
tary Halford and ex-President Cleveland are 
weil enough known and numerous other per- 
sons have suffered ina similar way and felt 
the same indignation in finding photographs 
of their wives or daughters used for adver- 
tising purposes in conspicuous places. The 
broadcast diffusion of obscenity by pictures 
ot cheap vuriety actresses or ballet-dancers 
in all stages of nudity is anocher evil to be 
charged up to photography. Not content 
with invadmg private rights and making 
shameless public exhibitions the camera has 
also been dragged. into the business of cari- 
caturing. and travestying works of art, 
which should be held as sacred, for purposes 
of commércial greed. There is no way, of 
course, of reaching vulgarity of tnis kind 
nor does there seem to be any definite way 
to check the shameless exhibitions of variety 
theater charms, Dut the law ought to be com- 
preheusive enough to stop any photographer 
from disposing of pictures or plates witbout 
the sitters’ consent. The quickest plan for 
abating the evil would be for some aggrieved 
person to bring an action against the guilty 
party and test the law. 


THE ASTOR FORTUNE. 

The death of John Jacob Astor has made 
a sudden and radical change in the fortunes 
dt a young man who up to this time has not 
accomplished much in the, world or for the 
world, except the writing of one or two not 
remarkable novels and the extraordinary 


discovery that servant-girls answer door- 


belis in Chicago and their employers sit on 
the front door steps. Through no merit of 
his own and purely by the accident of being 
the son of his father he has become one of 
the richest, if not the richest, man in the 
world. He has become the proprietor of 
2,700 dwelling houses alone with an aggre 
gate rental of $5,400,000 a year, also of numer- 
ous farms, large accumuiatens in securities, 
and a mass of diversified personal property, 


the income of. which is estimated at $12,000,- 


000 a year. Ata reasonable rate of interest 
this would represent a capitalized value of 
$300,000,000. Since the estate last changed 
hands it has multiplied seven times. How 
much more it may muitiply during the life- 
time of the present holder, provided he lives 
as long as his father, it 1s difficult. to say, but 
if the young man himself does not stand in 
the way and accidents do not happen, if, in a 
word, the property year by year appreciates 
naturally, by the time it changes hands 
again it will have reached nearly a billion 
dollars. 

So far as William Waldorf Astor is con- 
cerned he has énough at least to keep all the 
woives of all the world sway from bis door. 
He will always have a butler to answer his 
door bell. He will never sit on his front 
steps. Beyond this, public interest will not 
be much concerned with him personally, but 
the public will have many thoughts concern- 
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of life than those which are measured by 
front door steps or front door bells or limited 
by the narrow horizons of fashionable con- 


The fight in the House over the site of the 
World’s Fair has ended, and Chicago has 
won. The cities defeated in that passage of 
arms have recovered from their chagrin. 
Their war drums have ceased from throb- 
bing, with the exception of that one on 
which tne editor of the New York Mail and 
Express pounds six times a week, and their 
battle flags are furied. Their champions, 
from Mr. Depew down, have recovered their 
good nature, and are now saying that they 
always did have a high opinion of Chicago. 

All save Majah Jones of the St. Louis Re. 
public. He, “grand, gloomy, and peculiar,” 
refuses to be reconciled or to take the oath 
of allegiance to Chicago. He still says it 
cannot, must not, shall not have the Fair. He 
has taken Jeff Davis as a model, and as Jeff 
was the only unreconstructed Southerner, so 
is the Majah the only unreconstructed anti- 
Chicagoan. Though the fortunes of war 
have gone against Jones and he u sow in 
the last ditch, all alone, with nota comrade 
left to aid him, he is still blazing away at 
Chicago, 

He says now that this city cannot raise the 
money which will be needed and that it was 
biuffing all the time. 


The bluffing is over now and the cards must 
come down on the board. That Chicago ‘‘ guar- 
antee fund” must be turned into money, and 
there must be more money even than Chicago 
has been able to show in bogus subscriptions. 
The town has pledged itself to the country, and 
after its brag and swagger it can bardiy reduce 
itgelf to the pitiful expedient of sneaking out of 
its promises and begging the Government to 
take the Fair off its hands. 


This money matter will be attended to in 
due season and the funds will be raised 
without calling on the Majah for a subdscrip- 
tion. Therefore he might better let that 
drop and defend himself if he can from the 
fire which has oeen opened on him from all 
directions. The hand of every man is 
against him, as against Cain. There is open 
revolt ip Missouri, and that State is seeking 
to throw off the yoke of Jones. The Kansas 
City Times proclaims that the Majah was the 
“hoodoo” of St. Louis, and lost that place 
the Fair by his wild “plan of campaign.”

The fool friend is an affliction which all public 
or otherwise conspicuous men are subject to, just 
as all children are subject to the measles and the 
mumps. A public man can never know in ad 
vance what bis particular Jones may be going to 
do or say at an inopportune moment, Ve can- 
not send sluggers to the station to meet his 
Joneses on their arrival and to reduce them to 
unconsciousness as the best available substitute 
for sense. He cannoteven absent himself from 
banquets where the Joneses are to disport them- 
selves, as he cannot be forewarned of their in- 
tentions, 

In the southeastern corner of the State of 
Georgia is a wild and secluded spot rarely 
trodden by the foot of man. Thore alligators 
dwell and water-snakes disport themselves. 
Bears inhabit ite innermost recesses and 
wild turkeys make melodivus music. It is 
the great Okefinokee Swamp. Thence Jones 
came, to be the “hoodoo” of St. Louis and 
the scoffer of New York. It 1s time for him 
to return there and to await a century at 
least before he seeks the haunts of men 
again.

“DID THE JEWS REAEOCT JESUS?” 


Remarkable Sermon Preached by the Kev. 
Dr. Gustav Gotthell. 

New Tonk, March 2.—[Special.]—* Did 
the Jews Reject Jesus“ That was che sub- 
ject of a remarkable sermon preached today 
by the Rev. Dr. Gustav Gottheil of the 
Fifth avenue Tempie Emanuel. When 
Jesus came the civilized portions of Asia, 
Africa. and Europe were occupied by Jews,“ 
said the doctor. It was not the day of the 
telegraph or newspaper. There were no re- 
porters or interviewers to go about and 
gather the opinions of people about 
what was going on. It was only 
after years that news of what was 
going on in Judea would reach the out- 
side world. You see how ignorant the great 
majority of living Jews were of what was 
happening there. I mean the Jews as a na- 
tion and nota bandful of fanatica. There 
are not less than: six Christs in the New 
Testament. The firstis tne teacher of relig- 
ion, instructor in ethics, and reformer in the 
church. We all undegstand that, and have 
no quarrel with that one. The second is a 
worker of miracles, afd I mean no disrespect 
when I cali hima faith-curist, because only 
on those who had faith could he exercise a 
cure. The next is the Messiah of 
the Jews, figpratively meant, and wholly 
independent of the others, the Redeemer of 
the people. The next he appears as the Re- 
deemer of the whole world; the man who is 
to open the gates of Paradise; the hope for 
Divine pardon. The fifth Christ is the Son 
of the living God—God himself incarnate in 
the flesh. This carries with it the idea of a 
second pardon in the Deity. Last he ap- 
pears as the Judge of the whole world. On 
Judgment-Day he is to divide the people of 
the earth, send the largest part to eternal 
tor ment,: while those believing in him are 
to rule in endless bliss and glory. 

„How are these six conceptions to be har- 
monized? It is beyond the power of those of 
ordinary capacity to settle. Which Jesus 
did the Jews reject? Not the moral. I chai- 
lenge any one to show that the Jews opposed 
a moral precept. Was it the faith-curist! 
Who ever of a o rejecting such w 

hysician? Was it the Messiah of the Jews! 
Let him do the work of a* Messiah and couid 
he have been rejected? As a part of Deity 
they did reject Jesus. There was no room 
for that in their minds. They did what 
thousands and thousands and thousands do 
today. They could not understand what was 
meant as a Redeemer. It was too great a

This favoradie condition of 
wheat, and tae same may be said of rye. the 
grasses, and clover, is owing to the porous nature 
of the soil. In this county (Holt) one may dig 
forty feet from the surface and not have to use 
a pick. A farmer told me recently that in dis- 
ging a well on his farm be used but the 
spade, and dug thirty-seven feet ia the earth, 
securing a plentiful supply of water at that 


depth. 

Pais peculiarity of our soil makes the Platte 
purchase of Missouri, with the adjacent counties 
of Nebraska and Kansas, one of the best grain 
and fruit growing regions of the country. Our 
wheat, rye, blue grass, timothy, and clover are 
in fine condition. The same may be said of our 
fruits, with the single exception of peaches, of 
which we are abie to gather only two good crons 
out of five, but even they pay. There is no bet- 
ter land than this for tne cultivation of the grape, 
natural drainage being sufficient for their healthy 

rowth and production. We have no “spouty” 

and. Wheat and ciover are not pulled out of 

the ground by freezing in wet soils. A damp 

soul here insures a wood crop, whereas a dry win- 

ter is injurious if the weather is cold and windy,

> MR. ASTOR’S DEATH. 

The English press commeats at length on 
the sudden death of Mr. Astor, whom the 
leading Tory organ calls a model millionaire. 
His name is hardly less familiar here than at 
home, and tie Asiors are always quoted in 
England as one of the few American houses 
which trace their position back through sev- 
eral generations of inherited weakh. The 
story of their origin is known, and is retold 
this week with some approach to accuracy 
and with some knowledge of the beneficent 
use which the family has made of its wealth. 
But the late Mr. Astor was personally little 
known in England except to Enagiishmen 
who had met him in New York.

3 WILL BE WARM. : 


The Crop of Candidates Is Already Large 
and in a Thrifty Conditios—Importance 
of the Aldermanic Contest in View of 

_ the World's Fair—The Old Gang Candi- 
dates in Bad Oder—4 General Sentt- 
ment in Favor of Honest Men. 


The are but four weeks more for the Ald- 
ermanic and town officers’ campaign. The 


candidates are beginning to be heard from. 


Two of the Republican town committees 
have already appointed sub-committees to 
redistrict the wards in accordance with the 
new Primary law. Mr. Willits, the Chair- 
man of the Republican City Central Commit- 
tee, has declaréd for Aldermanic conven- 
tions in accordance with the new law. The 
policy of the Republicans in this matter, 
therefore, seems settled. and, if adhered to, 
the result cannot fail to be satisfactory. The 
fact that the Council to be elected this spring 
will have much to do with the preliminary 
arrangements for the Worid's Fair, it is 
thought, will be an inducement to respect- 
able business-men to permit their nomina- 
tion against the scalawag members of the 
present Council, who ere being opposed all 
all along the line. 

During the iast week the developments 
have been all in this direction. Inthe First 
Ward so far the Republicans have no candi- 
dates. William C. Lyon, a young Board of 
Trade man, has been suggested u some quar- 
ters. The Democrats have a host of candi- 
dates now, but Whelan will be the only one 
to go to the polis for the honor of filling the 
vacancy which the expiration of his own 
term makes. 

The situation is practicaily unchanged in 
the Second, Third, and Fourth Wards. Some 
Republicans are dissatisfied with Ald. Vier- 
ling’s exhibition of gush over Uregier in the 
Council last Monday evening, ana Ald. Gor- 
ton’s feeble and vacillating course as Chair- 
man of the Cotneil Railroad Committee has 
not made him any friends. 

In the Fifth Ward the Democrats bave de- 
cided to throw over Oehmen, the weakest 
member of the present Council. One of 
Crogier’s bosses named Miller wants to break 
in. Ine labor men, respectable Democrats, 
and Republicans propose to unite on Charies 
Nortman, a respectable grocer, aud he will 
be elected in all probability. A little coterie 
of office-seeking Republicans propose to 
nominate a straight-out Republican in this 
ward, the object being to make a trade with 
the *Democratic nominee. No Republican 
has a chance of election in the Fifth. The 
traders know this. Against all reason and 
sense they nominated a Republican 
candidate last year. The result was, tliat 
the Democrat, a person named Hickey, 
of the gang species, was reéiected, and 
the Republican, though personally a good 
man, stood third and iowest in the count 
when the ballots were in. Had the Repub- 
licans then followed the advice of Tus Txris- 
ung Ald. Connor, one of the best men of the 
Council of 1888-’89, would have been elected 
instead of Hickey. The trading tactics of 
last spring should not be tolerated. 

EDDIE BURKE’S FRUENDS ALARMED. 

The supporters of Eddie Burke, the gang 
member for the Sixth, fearing that their 
man may be defeated for reslection, have 
trotted out a decoy candidate named James 
P. O’Brien, a packing-house employé. The 
respectable Democrats ana the ublicans 
will probably unite on Henry Sluckart, a 
reputable German-American dry-goods man. 
Mr. Sivuckart 1s a Democrat, but as the ward 
is overwhelmingly Democratic it ought to be 
represented in the Council by a man of that 
persuasion. If he is honest and capable Re- 
publicans Should not object to bim. 

In the Seventh Ward Love, the outgoing 
Aiderman, who is a nominal Republican, has 
no opponent worthy of support. Except on 
the ing interest question Love's record 
is not wholiy bad, He is certainly better 
thas any one named against him sofar. It 
ought not to de difficult to find a better man, 
however. 

The Bohemian Democrats have reprdiated 
Dvorak in the Eighth on account of his op- 
position to the extension of public school ac- 
commodations in the ward. They have se- 
lected one Panoch, a real-estate agent to 
succeed bim, and as the Bohemians are a 
majority in the ward they will probably elect 
him if they are united. Edmund Mackey, a 
young lumber dealer of good educamon, is 
mentioned as a citizens’ candidate. He is 
preferable to Panoch, who is wholly under 
the Cullerton influence. 

A TUSSLE AHEAD FOR CULLERTON. 

Cullerton himself will End it no easy mat- 
ter to get back, 1f the Republican managers 
in the ward act fairly. A citizens’ move- 
ment, composed largely of Democrats, has 
been organized in the ward. It is opposed w 
Cullerton aud will cobperate with the Repub- 
licans im defeating him. Justice Woodman 
and his coterie, however, sre not in earnest 
in this matter, and the Republican voters in 
the ward would do well to take the matter 
into their own hands. John G. Schumacher, 
a German-American real-estate and loan 
agent who was born in the ward, is the most 
promising man among the Republicans. 

Aid. Waliner has no opposition so far 
worth considering. It ought to be easy to 
get a better representative. The Lawndale 
and Douglas Park Repubiicans, if they could 
rid themselves of the bossism of ex.-Aid. 
Nohe, ought to be able to unite on some hon- 
est and respectable taxpayer and elect him 
without much trouble. 

The gambiers want to get even with Ald. 
Pond and have brought out half a dozen 
candidates against him already. Simons, 
one of the worst representatives thé Eleventh 
Ward ever sent to thé Council, will be the 
only opponent Mr. Pond will have to contend 
against election-day.

M ARIAN BENSLEY’S STRANGE CAREER, 


A Lawsuit in New Mexico Deepens a Wis- 
cousin Mystery. 

CENTRALIA, Wis., March 2.—[Special.|— 
One of those strange stories not infrequently 
concealed under the brief statement of facts 
in legal documents comes to light in the 
suit brought in the United States court at 
Las Vegas, N. M., over a Wisconsin estate. 
Last December Marian L. Bensley of this 
place started home from California. She was 
taken sick on thé train and died in the Mon- 
tezuma Hotel, owned by the Santa Fé railway 
company, at Las Vegas. Now comes one 
Bertrand G. Chandos as ®xecutor, and sues 
to recover from the hotel company and the 
railway company the property which the de- 
ceased had in her possession at the time of 
her death and turned Over to one Edward 
Wilder. 

Whenever one enters into a discussion of 
anything with which the name of Bensley is 
connected they enter a field of mystery and 
it is doubtful if they can obtain one cardinal 
point of the compass from which to start a 
survey and take bearings. Ia the 608 
Marian L. Bensley, as she was known in 
later years, was married to John Bensley, a 
California “forty-niner,” who was at the 
time of the marriage estimated to be worth 
at least $500,000. Tne courtship took place 
in the Palace Hotel in San Francisco, 
the bride-elect claiming to be the daughter 
of Lord Everston of Engiand and the 
widow of Sir Grenville. Sue represented her- 
self to be the owner of a castie and a vast 
tenantry in Scotland and a lordly residence 
in London. After their engagement the bride 
betook herself to London, where she said 
they would shortly be married at her resi- 
dence with all the pompand glory befitting 
her station. At the appointed time, when 
Mr. Bensley went to claim his owa, his 
bride had, on the advice of friends, changed 
her mind relative to their marriage in a 
public manner, as she at first proposed, 
deeming it an unwise policy to make a pub- 
lic demonstration on her union with “ merely 
an American business-man,’’ and they were 
therefore privately wedded at her stopping 


The London mansion and! her Scottish 
castie have since been proven to be entirely 
mythical, and Burke’s Peerage. knows no 
such nameas Lord Everston, and the al- 
leged Grenville could not be found. 

John Bensley diea in the city of Centralia 
on the 19th day of June, 1889. His remains 
were taken to California for interment. Mrs. 
Bensley accompanied the body, and soon 
after her arrival, from fatigue and other 
causes, was taken sick and died at Las 
Vegas, N. M., on the 80th of December last. 
Now comes Bertrand G. Chandos, who was 
supposed to be acting only in the capacity of 
bookkeeper and foreman for. Bensley, 
and files an affidavit: in the office of the 
County Judge of Wood County, setting forth 
that he is the brother of Marian L. Bensley 
and that he and his three sisters, two of whom 
reside in Illinois and one in St. Louis, Mo., 
are the only heirs at law to the estate. The 
community was greatly surprised at this de- 
velopment, and if the truth of the allegation 
is admitted as set forth by Chandos it is be- 
lieved that John Bensley was unaware of the 
relationship, for he has relatives here with 
whom he was particularly confidential, and 
especially in regard to all points touching re- 
lauonship, and they knew nothing of it, In 
the Las Vegas affuir there are some peculiar 
circumstances.

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LANDLORDS ARE TALKING HIGHER 

RENTS AND SHORT LEASES, | 
‘They Regard the World's Fair as “An Un- 
known Quantity” and with Few Ex- 
ceptions Decline to Lease Beyoud May 
1, 1892—Rents to Advance 50 and Per- 
haps 100 Per Cent—This Year the 01d 
Figures Will Prevail Except in Certain 
Busivess Districts, 


„I' take it for three years from May 1,” 
said the occupant of a choiceiy located flat. 

She was talking about the renewal of her 
lease with the real-estate agent. 

“Sorry,” said the agent. “But can’t give 
you a three-year lease today. Might have 
done so yesterday, but World’s Fair, you see. 
No way yet of gauging prices for 92; expect 
to raise them 50 per cent on flats maybe 
more, Will lease for one year, though, at 
last year’s flgures.“ 

And the thrifty little woman who had cal- 
culated to secure: in advance a low rental for 
the Fair year and fill her rooms then with 
high-Baying boarders found her economic 
prospects deranged. In turn she went to C. 


renting department; A. A. Roif, who does 


Johnson, ot Pierce & Co.: E. F. Keebler, 
with William A. Merigoid & Co.; R. E. Is- 
mond, with J. H. Van Viissingen & Bro., and 
a half-dozen others.

NO LONG LBASES. 

“We are writing no long leases on dwell- 
ings and flats,“ said Mr. Goss. The devel- 
opment of Chicago has been so rapid that 
there bas always been an indisposition on 
the part of landlords to tie up their property. 
There’s no way of foreseeing in a city of 
such marvelous growth as this what ad- 
vance in rents the future may make possible. 
Of course, the Fair pointedly emphasises 
this indisposition for the immediate future. 
We expect residence rents to go up 50 per 
cent all over town. The immense number of 
new workmen the Fair will bring will send 
up poor-grade rents and the influx of visit- 
ors will send up the good grade. But until 
the site is located we don’t know whether 
we have a house that will sustain merely the 
general rise or an exceptional one of even 
100 per cent, We must play a waiting game, 
Particularly is this true of South Side prop- 
erty—where the houses wé control are prin- 
cipaily situated—in view of the talk of a 
South Side location. 

**Anotber thing that prevents us risking 
long leases on the South Side is the prospect 
for the speedy construction of the alley“ I.“ 
road. The road will cut twenty feet off the 
rear of lots between Wabash avenue and 
State street, and we cun’t tell just bow this 
will affect our rents. Weare already putting 
in clauses providing against damage suits 
and other trouble, though the road will 
hardly be in shape to need our land for a 

ear. 

2 „But rents on dwellings and flats will not 
be advanced this year. May 1 any tenant 
may renew for a year at old rates. 

“Rents on business houses, however, are 
already increasing. This is really not due to 
the Fair—it 1s too soon for its effect to be 
more than prospectively felt—but to the ex- 
pansion of business in the city. Business 
rents on State street from Lake to Van Buren 
have been put up this spring at least 25 per 
cent. Some stores on State near Quincy, which 
were leased last year for 64, 500. have been 
leased this year for $6,500. The leases at 
this increase run for two years. A bigger in- 
crease would probably have been demanded 
for three years, as the Fair will undoubted- 
ly affect business rents—particulariy on 

roperty adaptable to hotel, restaurant, and 
— r poses. 

0 Residence property on the West Side, 
where we operate, is renting with great 
activity this spring,” said A. A. Rolf. We 
are asking last year’s prices on houses and 
flats, but on short leases. We prefer to lease 
for one year rather than two, and will not 
tease for three—at least not unless the case 
is exceptional.” 

ADVANCE IN BUSINESS DISTRICTS. 

“There has already been a sharp advanco 
in rents in the central part of the city,” said 
A. K. D. Johnson, though tne residence por- 
tions have not experienced a change. Here 
in the Major Biock our office rent has been 
raised 80 per cent. Rents are goiug up 
throughout this La Salle street district—tne 
Wall street section of Chicago. This is due 
to the increasing demand for office space in 
this neighborhood. You can hardly finda 
vacant office in any of the tall buildings 
around here. A big office-building where the 
Grand Pacific stands is badly needed for re- 
lief. Rents on Dearborn street are also 
going up, owing to the improvements in 
progress on that street. The improvements 
are of a character to draw renters and add 
business to the street.
